BIG BILL SMILES 


Overrules Governor 


with Latter’s Man. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Springfield, May 25.—Congress- 
man Frank L. Smith was reélected 
chairman and Harry Ward was elect- 
ed secretary of the state Republican 
committee tonight. Both votes were 
unanimous. 

The congressman is the Washington 
representative of Gov. Lowden in the 
latter’s presidential campaign. Ward 
was characterized as a ‘“‘competent, effi- 
cient, and popular Egyptian of bygone 
days” by Committeeman Miley in pre- 
senting his name, but now Ward is a 
fast working cog in the Chicago eity 
hall machine. 

The Thompson-Lundin crowd, which 
has the best of its brain and beef pres- 
ent, hailed the result as “an unquali- 
fied victory.” But Big Bill's bunch 
was unable to get enough votes to 
make Ward chairman. It also failed 
to arouse enthusiasm for Cicero J. 
Lindly. Then it switched from a typ- 
ical Thompson man to Cengressman 
Smith. J 

Means Smith for Governor? 

The election of Smith, it.is believed, 
means the governorship for him. It 
is reported the city hall pledged its 
support to him for that nomination 
if he would retain the chairmanship 
and resign when the primaries are 
over in September. Smith delivered 
after the Thompson-Lundin machine 
had failed to get the votes for its orig- 
inal man. 

The test in the committee meeting 
came on the plan to postpone organiza- 
tion until after the primaries, That 
was the Lowden program and was pre- 
sented by Adam C. Cliff of Sycamore. 
It was shelved by a vote of 16 to 10. 

. Six Downstaters Aid. 

In the vote, in addition to the ten 
committeemen of the city hall from 
Chicago, the majority included E. B. 
Hawk of Bloomington, Garrett De F. 
Kinney of Peoria, George M. Miley of 
Harrisburg, Cicero J. Lindly of Green- 
ville, and Len Small of Kankakee, the 
last named as holder of the’ proxy of 
Ernest X. Leseure of Danville. 

The last named two can be credited 

to the Chicago crowd. Lindly was a 
close friend of former Congressman 
Lorimer and Small is usually classed 
as a nonresident member of the Thomip- 
gon-Lundin club. 
But with these two votes the city 
hall still lacked a vote of the majority 
of the committee. The other three 
who lined up with the majority are 
friends of Congressman Smith. Hawk 
is the committeeman from the Smith 
district. Kinney and Miley are per- 
sonal friends of long standing. 

Aids Mayor for Committeeman. 
But the Big Bill faction earnestly 
desired a victory, believing the result 
will aid Mayor Thompson in his fight 
to be reélected national committeeman, 
and will also aid the city hall machine 
in his primary fight in Cook county 
this fall. | 
That was the spur which made them 
work and sweat al! day long. 

Gov. Lowden’s friends thought the 
candidate and other state officers 
should be consulted after the Septem- 
ber primaries before a state chairman 
was selected. When that program was 
pigeonholed, the nominees were elected 
unanimously. 
Attack Fox Suit on Primary Law. 
Adolph Marks of Chicago fiad the 
committee adopt a resolution asserting 
that the William Fox suit started in 
the Municipal court in Chicago is a 
“fraudulent and collusive”. attack 
upon the primary law. The resolution 
empowered Chairman Smith to appoint 
a committee of three to ‘“‘employ com- 
petent counsel to intervene in behalf 
of the committe and the Republicans 
of Illinois.” 

The resolution asserted that if the 
law is declared unconstitutional it 
“would nullify the election of dele- 
gates to the national convention, s ate 
central committeemen, delegates to 
the state convention, ward, district, 
and precinct committeemen and the 
nomination of clerks of the appellate 
court” but says nothing about the 
nomination of judges of the circuit 
and superior court in Cook county 
next year. These will be nominated 
by the Thompson Lundin organization 
without any primary. |

Maj. A ¥. Dalrymple, chief prohibi- 
tion enforcement officer, forecasts for 
today another “jolt” which will cause 
wealthy hoarders of the bacchanalian 
fluid to tremble for their private stocks. 


Warrants for Dozen Homes. 

Warrants are said to have been 
asked for at least @ dozen homes, 
apartment houses, and hotels where 
illegally obtained liquor shipments are 
said to be stored, and new requests, 
the major declares, will follow as soon 
as sufficient evidence has accumulated. 
The first gun of the campaign was 
fired yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
A truck drew up in front of 3314 Sheri- 
dan road, one of the most expensive 
North Shore apartment houses. _ 
On the ninth floor of the building re- 
sides Charles B. Smith, millionaire 
president of the Stewart-Warner Speed- 
ometer company.

Maids Weep At Capture. 

Only two maids were in the Smith 
apartment when the officers arrived. 
The family was out. The maids ac- 
companied the federal officers on their 
rounds, and wept when the ten cases 


vere taken on their way to Uncle Sam's 
warehouses. #here were many more 
cases in the flat, federal officere said, 
but only ten could be identified as hav- 
ing marks that distinguished them as 
wet goods illegally procured. One re- 
port was that Mr. Smith’s “ private 
stock’ has been valued at $25,000. 
A warrant for Mr. Smith also had 
been issued, it is said. In any event, 
as the truck with the priceless liquid 
left the building, four burly agents 
remained behind, lounging amidst the 
handsome furniture and commenting 
on the weather. They remained long 
past the usual dinner hour, and it was 
not until 8 o’clock that they went 
away. 
The plan was, it is said, to arrest Mr. 
Smith and take him to the federal 
building. As all commissioners had 
left their offices, Mr. Smith perforce 
would remain in jail the night. 
But while Mrs. Smith returned, Mr. 
Smith didn’t. For a long time the 
telephone in the Smith apartment rang 
continuously. No one answered, Final- 
ly Mrs. Smith was prevailed upon 
to come to the phone. 

Wife Admits tthe Raid. 
“T understand the government agents 
were at your home this afternoon,” 
she was told. 
“Yes, they were,” she repli@d. 
“ Did they take the stuff?” 
“©, they couldn’t do that.” 
“Is it true that a warrant has been 
taken out for Mr. Smith’s arrest?’ 
“T can’t say—he’s not here now. 
You'll have to call later—" and the 
connection was broken. Nor did fur- 
ther efforts to reach the home. bear 


fruit. 
Federal officials, however, were not

“We got ten cases of booze there,” 
said Lawrence Kilcourse, Maj.

The first concerns the composition 
and delimitations of the commissions 
which will investigate the frontier dis- 
putes; second, imminent admission to 
the league of nations; and, third, an 
immediate plebiscite in Ruthenia,which 
wishes to be attached to Hungary. 
China is being permitted to sign the 
Versailles treaty with one reservation

Three men were shot and wounded 
early this morning during a revolver 
battle at Robey street and Austin ave- 
nue fn which the police, strikers from 
the plant of the Fred A. Snow Heat 
Testing company, 1942 West Kinzie 
street, and workers at the plant par- 
ticipated. 

The shooting was the result-of a 
tragedy of errors in which beth strik- 
ers and workers mistook two police 
automobile squads for enemy rein- 
forcements. 

The Wounfed. 

JOHN SHKALAT, 655 North Ashland ave- 
nue, a striker; shot in the back: may die: 
county hospital. 

RUDOLPH LORENZ. 1332 Emerson ave- 
nue, assistant chemist at plant: shot in left 
arm. by police.

It was reported ttrat two other strik- 
ers also had been shot and that a num- 
ber had been injured by flying ‘bricks, 
but they could not be located. 

As nearly as the police were able to 
piece the facts together, this is what 
happened: 

About twenty-five men walked out 
on strike from the chamical concern’s 
plant on Sunday night. A guard was 
left to prevent attempts at destruction 
of property. 

Lagt night, according to W. R. Beck, 
4912 West Huron street. head chem- 
ist of the company, two strikers ap- 
peared at the front entrance and a 
third at the rear, and the trio called 
on the men still working to leave.

The Revolution-Weary Mourn. — 
‘Phere were the sober, hard work- 
ing, revolution-weary middie classes 
in their Sunday best. And there were 
wealthy dignified representatives “jn 
the toppers and gray trousers identified 
with aristocracy mourning. 

The coffin came from the house to 
a huge black motor hearse.

Real Cash Is Needed. 

Under the most favorable circum- 
ances, however, it will be several 
months before these measures could 
begin to benefit the railroads. The ex- 
isting emergency calls for measures 
to enable the carriers to finance the 
purchase of additional equipment ne- 
eessitated by the demands of industry: 

The roads are encountering diffi- 
culties in borrowing the necessary 
funds from the banks, which are mani- 
festing extreme caution in making 
ans for railroad purposes in view of 
the present uncertain railroad pros- 
pects. 

The apparent necessity of the gov-. 
ernment aiding the financing of the 
carriers for the particular purpose of 
obtaining additional equipment is un- 
der discussion by the administration 
and it is expected that John Barton 
Payne, the new director general of 
railroads, will initiate relief measures 
within the next fortnight. 


One Partial Solution. 


One proposal is that the- railroad 
administration pay over to the rail- 
roads approximately $350,000,000, which 
it now has on hand for the payment of 
rentals and other items due to the 
carriers from the government from the 
period of. government operation, 
stead of withholding this amount for} 
a final settlement months hencé: The/ 
government owes the railroads for 
rentals, etc., a total of $495,741,875, | 
while the carriers owe the government 
for additions and betterments, $765,- 
$21,450. 

Another proposal is that payment of 
765,821,450 by the railroads to the 
government be extended over a period 
of fifteen years at 6 per cent interest. 
This is provided in the Cummins bill 
now pending in the senate. 

ifthe government should begin pay- 
ing its debts to the railroads at once 
and defer payment of the railroad debt

“You may seek far and wide for evi- 
dence on which that statement could be 
based,” he said. ‘“‘ You will not find it.

It had been said, Sir Auckland con- 
tinued, that Britain sought rights 
over undeveloped oil and a future mo- 
nopoly through control of Baku, 
Batun, Palestine, and Mesopotamia. 
Britain owned none of these, he said, 
and over Palestine and Mesopotamia 
would have under Turkish treaty pro- 
posals a mandate that would place 
her in the same relationship toward |

Then suppose the same government 
suddenly decrees that the paper is 
worth nothing, that the state does not 
recognize the promise inscribed on the 
face of its notes, and that not a cent 
will be paid on any of them. The 
financial orgarasm of the country, of 
course, would collapse. 

Such a thing would, indeed, seem im- 
possible. It is hard to imagine it hap- 
pening in any country on the face of 
the earth. 

Well, it happened in Mexico—not 
once, but twice. 


Carranza Government Guilty. 

The Carranza government, on two 
different occasions, issued papcr money 
which it forced upon the Mexican pub- 
lic as legal tender, and later repudiated, 
a robbery more irritating than any 
looting ever committed by party chief- 
tains in the country, since it embraced 
the whole nation in the ruin it caused. 

Recently, a few weeks before the rev- 
olution which overthrew it, the gov- 
ernment launched a new series of 
notes, but without daring to make it 

legal tender. Everybody, in the con- 
viction that it would prove valueless 
eventually, refused to take it. 

Carranza’s jack of all financial trades 
was Luis Cabrera, a lawyer. I need 
not draw a portrait of Cabrera, for 
he has been in the United Staigs fre- 
quently and is well known here. Ca- 
brera has a good literary education and 
writes well. He was the pen and style 
of Don Venustiano, and when the prest- 
dent wanted to stab some enemy to the 
quick he sent for his minister of 
finance.

Chinese Eastern Railroad 
to Open Door.

HARBIN, May 23.—[Delayed.J— 
Japan is on the fence of indecision as 
to what to do at the present moment 
and can be forced to jump in the right 
direction easily by its American allies.

Japan’s ambitions lie in the Chinese 
Eastern railroad, and by a right move 
Amerca can control the situation. 

A high Chinese official, who _ re- 


| quested that his name be kept secret 


on account of his fear of the Peking’ 
sgvernment, was interviewed by me 
today. His statement came at'a mo- 
ment when Japan's next step in Man- 
churia and Siberia is undecided, and 
outside influence would have the kKeen- 
est effect. 


Wants U. S. and England to Act. 

“America and the allies acting to- 
gether can check Japan, protect 
China’s open door and save the future 
of Manchuria and Siberia by boldly 
stepping out and backing up China in 
taking control of the Chinese Eastern 
ra.uroad,” the official explained. “Let 
America and England sanction China's 
taking over the railroad, lend money. 
to operate the road all under an inter- 
allied technical board, and the ground 
will be completely cut from under 
Japan. Its whole ambition is to con- 
trol Mahchuria and Eastern Siberia 
economically through Japanese control 
of the Chinese Eastern. Let the allies 
nip the scheme in the bud by backing 
China, advancing money to operate 
the road and placing the management 
in a foreign board. The difficulty 
then will be solved.”

THE ARMENIAN MANDATE. 

Mr. Wilson’s reliance upon the American people's 
passion for sacrifice is unshaken. There is no task 
so irksome, so hazardous or so costly in blood and 
treasure that, in his view, we are not anxious 
to undertake it. Our only condition is that we shall 
be certain we can in no way benefit by its perform- 
ance except of course in the approval of our own 
conscience. | 

In reading Mr. Wilson's recommendation that 
we assume the Armenian mandate, we are reminded 
of that noteworthy utterance in which Mr. Wilson, 
speaking confidently for the American soldier, 
declared that he, the American soldier, would go 
“wherever in the world Right is assailed by 
Wrong.” This conception of the’ purpose of “the 
greatest of the Christian peoples,” as Mr. Wilson 
modestly describes us, we are now invited to illus- 
trate by undertaking the Armenian mandate. 

The invitation will appeal to many Americans, 
but we will venture to say that among these many 
there will be very few who expect to suffer any 
personal sacrifice in the matter. The sort of patri- 
otic liberality professed by the late Artemus Ward 
is still plentiful and even broader in its scope. 
Many of us are patriotically willing to sacrifice 
other people's money and other people's lives for 
a cause which arouses our inexpensive enthusiasm. 
It is pleasant as one of “the greatest of the Chris- 
tian peoples” to feel the glow of a vicarious sac- 
rifice. 

But we doubt if any American having a son who 
may be called to venture his life in Mr. Wilson's 
crusade “ wherever in the world Right is assailed by 
Wrong” will join very heartily in the approval Mr. 
Wilson’s proposal will receive from the pulpit, 
from the foreign missionary societies and from a 
z00d many editorial rooms where arm chairs are 
more familiar than saddles or pup tents. 

THE TRIBUNE is unable to share this enthusiasm 
for vicarious sacrifice and universal moral monitor- 
ship. We think the American people, confronted 
with the problem not in terms of moral generalities 
but of facts, will not share it, and we trust congress 
will lose no time in returning a conclusive negative 
to the president's proposal. , 

What are the actual conditions of this task? 
Armenia is a restricted mountainous region sur- 
ropnded by territory which always has been and at 
this moment is the arena of the intensest interna- 
tional rivalry on earth. To the northeast are the 
new republics of Georgia and Azerbaidjan now in- 
hitrated by bolshevism and under pressure from 
Russian forces. Southeast is Mesopotamia, the 
new field of British imperial expansion. South and 
southwest is the French sphere of interest and 
the debatable ground where British, French, Ara. 
bian, and Turkish influences are involved in the 
game of empire. Westward and northwest are 
the Turks. 

To take the Armenian mandate as now proposed 
is to walk into a hornets’ nest. It is to thrust our- 
selves into a conflict of nationalist and imperial 
ambitions as a buffer with maximum responsi- 
bilities and minimum powers. Our troops would 
be encircled, occupying deliberately, a situation in 
which we venture to say, no troops ever placed 
themselves save as a result of disaster. Qur power 
to influence the situation, to protect ourselves or 
our wards would depend entirely upon the infiu- 
ence we are able to exert from Washington at 
Downing street, the Quai d’Orsai and Moscow. But 
we should be admirably placed to help keep the 
peace of the near east while England and France 
exploit the rich resources of their new acquisitions. 
We should be admirably placed to help keep the un- 
speakable Turk quiet while our associated powers 
went through his pockets in the name of civilization. 
We should be admirably placed to help keep the 
bolshevist out of the new imperial domains. 

This would certainly be altruistic. The Arme 
nians would prosper by. it as never before, and if 
their history means anything they would keep 
us busy seeing that they kept within bounds we 


would be relieved of a very troublesome and abso. | 
lutely unprofitable responsibility. The political 
embarrassments in England resulting from Turkish 
amenities in Armenian villages would no more vex 
British pri~Turkish diplomacy. In short, the people 
of the United States would be paying some hun- 
dreds of millions in dollars and we cannot estimate 
how many lives for doing a job that belongs if 
to any one to the powers who are now molding 
the near east to their own profit. 

The American mission sent to investigate the 
Armenian situation reported thout hesitation 
that it would be worse than futile unless the man- 
date covered not merely the barren region of

The defense does not rest solely in the hands of 
Mr. Darrow. The defense of the three accused 
men is practically identical. Other attorneys in 
the case undoubtedly are as well acquainted with 
the details as is Mr. Darrow.

It should not 
be given opportunity to stop, catch its breath, and 
dig in. Mr. Hoyne will do well to make a fight for 
an immediate trial for the three remaining defend- 
ants in the Enright case. The public has rights 
at least equal to those of the defendants, and the 
defendants’ rights will nofgbe jeopardized by the 
substitution of one teres the array of counsel.

JUNE MALARIA MARKET. 
HE best opinion about spring ma- 
laria is that it is a holdover from 
the year before. Mosquitoes are 
very hungry when they first come 
out and bite day and night, in sunshine 
and shade, until they have satisfied their 
appetites. But these mosquitoes when 
| they first bite are not infected and are, 
therefore, incapahle of infecting. 

This opinion is that the 1920 crop of 
homegrown malaria does not come into 
market before June. A combination of 
| Mosquitoes, people capable of infecting 
them, and weather warm enough to ma- 
ture the parasites is a necessity. 3 

So far from this being a reason for im- 
properly treating cases of malaria it is 
an indication for the taking of sufficient 
quinine. If all the people with chronic 
malaria were cured thotoughly the mos- 
Quitoes could not become infected and 
malaria would come to an end almost at 
once.

There is some difference of opinion on 
some of these points, but, in the main, 
they represent accepted opinion. Now 
follows a statement to which every man 
in a chill country will subscribe. If a 
man has chills in June and fails to cure 
himself thoroughly, so that he has an 
occasional chill in July and August, he 
is likely to have hematuria or some other 
forms of pernicious malaria in September 
@ October. | 

They also will agree to this statement. 
They rarely see or hear of a person hav- 
ing pernicious malaria unless that person 


during the summer. To prevent this, to 
stop recurring attacks of chills during 
the summer and also to prevent the in- 
fection of mosquitoes, every person with 
malaria should be completely cured. 

To this end the national committee ap- 
Pointed a research committee, composed 
of Drs. C. C. Bass, William Krauss, W. 
H. Deaderick, George Deck, and C. F. 
Craig, to decide the best method of treat- 
ing malaria. 

When they reported to the whole com- 
mittee the report was adopted by a vote 
of 19 to 1. The report ifs: 

For the acute attack, ten grains of qui- 
nine sulphate three times a day for a 
period of at least three or four days, 
to be followed by ten grains every night 
for @ period of eight weeks. For infected 
persons not having acute symptoms at 
the time, t 
weeks is al! thet is required. The propor- 
tionate doses for children are: Under 1 
year, one-half grain; 2 years, two grains: 
3 and 4 years, four grains; 8, 9, and 10 
years, six grains; 11, 12, 13, and 14 years, 
eight grains; 16 years and older, ten 
grains. | | 


Krauss gives to children one-quarter of 
a grain for each pound of weight. If 
this is divided into three doses, the indi- 
vidual dose is one-twelfth of a grain for 
each pound of weight. 
June chills are easily broken. A few

THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 

Chicago, May 25.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The state’s attorney is quoted as 
saying that covering a certain period 
more men have been paroled from the 
penitentiary than have been gent there 
by the various courts of this state. This 
looks like a serious reflection on the pa- 
role board. Still, like most other state- 
ments, it is of little value unless con- 
sidered in view of broader facts. Grand 
juries and citizens who know little about 
the working of the present system are 
constantly advocating the abolition of 
the parole law. A moment’s reflection 
will show even the most careless what 


_|such a step would meam 


Under the laws of practically all t 
states, up to twenty years ago all] con- 
victed men and women received a definite 
sentence to be fixed by a court or jury. 
Students of penology recognized that this 
system was bad for the reason that tho 
prisoner was kept until his time expired, 
and then released, no matter whether he 
was fit for liberty or not. Likewise many 
who could be safely returned to freedom 
at an earlier date were kept until their 
term expired, unless released by pardon. 
In most, if not all, the states of the union 
this system was changed to the indeter- 
minate sentence. 

Under this, the law fixes the maximum 
and the minimum punishment. For in- 
stance, on a conviction of manslaughter, 
the sentence is from one year to life. The 
longest term must be served unless the 
prisoner is sooner released by parole er 
pardon. If the parole board were abol- 
ished and the pardoning power taken 
away and no other change made in the 
law, every prisoner would be sentenced 
to the longest term, which would mean 
such an absurd and brutal sentence that 
no jury would convict and no public 
opinion would sustain a conviction un@er 
our present law. Practically every one 
who goes to the penitentiary must be 
paroled or pardoned and normally the 
paroles will substantially correspond in 
numbers with the convictions. 

There are times when there are fewer 
and times when there are more. If the 
parole board is abolished then the law 


must be changed and leave it to either 


courts or juries to fix the sentence, sub- 
ject only to the pardoning power. 

What has been the broad effect of the 
parole law in Illinois? Contrary to the 
general belief, the awerage term that a 
prisoner serves today is twice as long us 
it was before the parole law was adopted, 
and the change of the law to the old sys- 
tem would result in practically cutting 
sentences to half their present time. Un- 
der any system practically all men sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary will some day 


be released, and of these a certain num- 


ber will inevitably go back. An ex-con- 
vict finds life hard even at the best. 
Under the present parole system in 


leased do not go back. All paroled pris- 
oners are released only when a plac 
has been found for them and for a year 
at least a careful report is made each 
month and the board does all it can to 
help the man to have a chance to live 
a normal life. Then, too, the men re- 


; leased are sorted as carefully as can be 


done. Necessarily mistakes will be made 
and accidents will happen, but when one 
considers the hard conditions that an ex. 
convict faces, it is surprising that the 
mistakes are so few. . 

There can be little doubt that both on 


the ground of humanity and public poi- 
icy, the parole system is a step forward 
and probably no state will ever return 
to the old system. Of course the efficiency 
could be improved, but that could only

The public not interested in the details 
of the system really has little knowl 
edge of the facts. The March grand jury 
of Cook county, for instance, 
some 360 indictments. Of these five were 
paroled prisoners, three from Pontiac, 
two from Joliet. Since that time one of 
the Pontiac prisoners has been acquitted, 
two not yet tried.. The case of one pe 
itentiary prisoner has been dismissed 3nd 
the other not yet disposed of.

Boston, Mass. May %5.—{Special.] 


—Donat Wilson of Pittsburgh, a law 


student at Harvard university, was in-

Students Clamor for Him. 


Lowering his revolver Mayer made 
a dash for the stairway and escaped. 
In the meantime the police had been 
summoned, but when thay arrived they 
found only a seething mass of stu- 


dents, for the’ escaped 
waiter. 
The trouble \between the negro 


waiter and the students, many of 
whom are southerners, started about 
six months ago. At thax time, the 
students say, Mayer insuwtted several 
students, and in a near riot then dishes 


hushed up and things were quiet until 
last Monday, when Mayer figured in 
another fracas. He ‘was discharged 
then. 

Tonight he returned and. evidently 
blaming Wilson for his dismissal, 
made his way to the table at which 
Wilson was eating.

‘Is Just Like Delaware’s,’

Springfield, Ill., May 25.—[Special.] 
— The con con decided today that in the 
forming of corporations “ provision 


may be made by law for the issuance 
of classes of stock with restricted, or 


without any, voting power and every 
certificate of“stock shall show on its 
ace its voting or non-voting character.”

Motion is Defeated. 


Delegate Dunlap attempted to pre- 
vent the application of this constitu- 
tional provision to “agricultural and 
horticultural societies.” | 

“I move that a section be adopted 
saying that this new constitution shall 
not apply to farmers,” sarcastically 
said Delegate Hamill. The Dunlap 
amendment was defeated. 

At the afternoon session Delegate 
Mighell of Aurora openly charged that 
one new section relating to corpora- 
tions had a “joker in it.” That section 
said that the rates and charges of pub- 
‘He utility corporations “shall not be 
discriminatory nor confiscatory, but 
must and shall at all times be reason- 
able and just, both to the general pub- 
lic and to such corporations.”

Corn Sirup Hard Sauce. 


One way to get on when you can- 
not buy for love nor money more than 
one pound of sugar for your large 
family is to make sirup or~ molasses 
Sweetened puddings and serve them 
with butter. But there is another way 
which we discovered in making cakes 
with corn sirup. (You can make a 
number of these cakes if you will have 
some positive flavor like raisins to 
make you forget the lack of accus- 
tomed sweetness.) 

For the hard sauce cream perfectly 
four tablespoons of unsalted butter, 
and gradually work into it one cup of 
white corn table sirup. Add flavor 
to taste, chill on ice, and it is ready 
for your steamed pudding, or a simple 
corn sirup sweetened fruit cake baked 
in a sheet or in small cup cake shape, 
and served warm. 

You will find this the smoothest hard 
sauce ever made. My present assis- 
tant, who has a highly trained scien- 
tific mind, took great scientific delight 
in making this, and zsthetic delight as 
well. As she suggested, it is all right 
for a butter icing. A butter icing, 
even of the thinnest sort, enhances a 
greatly.

Wins New Honor with 


His Symphonic Poem 


BY W. L. HUBBARD. 


“ Artists’ Night ” last evening at the 
North Shore May Festival attracted 
a briliant audience that filled every 


available seat in auditorium and on 


the stage. Applause, encores and en- 


thusiasm were abundant and the whole 
| Spirit of the evening was that of fes- 


tival and of joyousness., 


The musical offering included no 
choral numbers, the members of the 
chorus being well content to rest on 
laurels won the evening before, and to 
be approving, appreciative listeners to 
the orchestra and vocal selections 


which constituted the program, 


The novelty of the evening was a}. 
symphonic poem entitled ‘‘The Pas-| 
Sionate Springtime,” written by Felix 
Borowski and conducted at this, its 
first public performance, by the com- 
poser himself. It is a work concise 


and free from padding and superfiui- 


ties which many writers in larger 
forms deem essential. It is builded on 


two themes with an episodical third, 
and these are well defined, clean cut, 


and above all melodically appealing 


and effective. 


The handling of this thematic mate- 
rial is unfailingly skillful, the experi- 


enced user of orchestra] resources and 
device being gratifyingly in evidence. 


While one might question the intense 


passionateness of the springtime de- 
picted, yet the chief and important 
fact is that the music is euphonious, 
ingratiating, and that it shows Mr. 
Borowski and his creative powers and 
his scholarship at their best. 

The other orchestral selections con- 
sisted of the Berwald “Dramatic” 
Overture, Dukas’ clever “ Sorcerer's 
Apprentice,” and the Tschaikowsky 
“Italian Caprice.” All were played un- 
der Mr. Stock’s master direction end 
he and his “boys” giving of their fin- 
est. 

The vocalist of the evening was Tit- 
ta Ruffo, who wore his most genial 
smiling and bowing mood. He sang the 
“Largo al Factotum” from “ Farher 
of Seville,” the Drinking Song frum 
“ Hamlet,” both with orchestral ac- 
companiment. With’ piano accompani- 
ment excellently played by Isaac Van 
Grover, he gave the three songs, which 
are his regular program numbers 
when songs are required of him ara to 
these added Italian and Spanish sere- 
nades as encores, and finally rejoiced 
the audience with “Somewhere a 
Voice is Calling,” sung excellently in 
English. All he did was acclaimed to 
the echo, and there was a determined 
attempt to have him add the “ FPro- 
logue,” but this he declined to 4o.
